The Value of 
vertising.... 


The action brought by a retail grocer against 
the daily newspaper of a town in the Western 
States, for failure to print his advertisment, alleg- 
ing loss of sales to the extent of $1,000, is indicative 
of the value he places on advrtising as a means of 
stimulating business, 

In his statement.of complaint he declares that 
he does depend very largely on advertising for 
business and on account of the non-appearance 
of his advrtisement his sales were $500 less than 
they would have been had the advertisement ap- 
peared. He asserts that on the Saturday preced- 
ing, and on which day a similar advertisement ap- 
pared, the sales made by the plaintiff amounted to 
$650, and that while on the following Saturday, 
the day on which the advertisement was not run 
in the paper, although furnished and requested to 
be run by the plaintiff, the sales were $850. On 
this day business was generally better, due to La- 
bor Day following on Monday, and on account of 
the failure to insert the advertisement, the plain- 
tiff claims he was damaged in the sum of $1,000. 

The outcome of the suit is not yet known, but 
it is interesting to note the definite turnover that 
‘this merchant credits as directly due to his adver- 
tising. | 
The use of advertising space as a means of 
stimulating sals and keeping the name of a mer- 
chant before the public cannot be wrderstimated, 
and when coupled with display of the proper sort 
and effective selling talks, is always productive 
of results. \

Cigarette smoking was first intro- 
duced into Europe by Sir Walter Ral- 
eigh in 1559. 

Young men are using tobacco in its 
most harmful form, the cigarette, It 
ig not only harmful on account of the 
tobacco but the cigarette has & spec: 
fally treated paper which is harmful, 
Men think that because the smoke is 
Hight it will not hurt them. When they 
inhale the smoke they get full effect 
of the poisonous nicotine. Many boys 
think it will not hurt them, but if the 
result showed up right away, there 
would not be so many smokers. It 
affects the tender parts of the body, 
especially the throat and lungs. It 
ig often the cause of bronchitis, con- 
sumption and pneumonia, It causes 
unsteady nerves, and an intermittent 
pulse, Some men lose their eyesight 
on aecount of it, ‘It dulls the brain 
and unfits its user for the cares and 
responsibilities of life, and in some 
cases even causes insanity, It is a 
great Irritant, It takes away the 
strength and makes one its slave. 
It spoils the voice and mars the ap- 
pearance. Smoking makes the heart 
beat high and when ft does this the 
victim starts to smoke again to soothe 
his heart. The result. is that the 
heart becomes weaker and weaker. 
Many boys leave school on account of 
it and sometimes suicide is even com- 
mitted on acccunt of it. It also causes 
indigestion. 

Smoking is increasing the drink ha- 
bit. Many children have to go with- 
out proper food and clothing because 
their fathers spend their money in 
smoke and drink, In large cities it is 
hard for boys who smoke to get em- 
ployment. ~» Government schools in 
the United States prohibit smoking 
altogether. Many boys want to go 
to these schools but they cannot be- 
cause they smoke. 

Many men try to overcome this un- 
manly habit but very few can over- 
come it. The best advice is “Never

Milk, more than any other food is 
susceptible to the growth of bacteria, 
though this can be Gasily prevented, if 
complete sanitation is regarded incon: 
nection with every process and uten- 
sil.entering into the milk productlon. 
Few germs, if any, are normally pre- 
sent in the nlk before being drawn 
from the cow, but the coats and ihe 
surroundings of the animals, and in- 
deed everything in the immediate vi- 
cinity, are usually so permeated with 
undesirable bacteria that their com- 
plete absence from the milk pafl it- 
self, rarely, if ever, occurs, 


Since the average dairy barn fs apt: 
to’ be little more than. a_ breeding 
place for bacteria, the first condition 
in introducing the new order should 
be a common sense application of the 
ordinary rules of sanitation and a re- 
cognition of the necessity of fresh air 
and sunlight. Granted that the groom- 
ing of cattle ig not an ordinary thing 
with the farmer, the fact re «mains that 
it is highly desirable if clean milk 
is the aim of the milker. Most mo- 
dern dairies have the animals 
an hour or so before milking, and no 
hay or roughage fs fod until the milk- 
ing process is over. Udders and flanks 
are kept free of hair and are wiped 
down with a damp cloth bofore milk- 
ing begins. 

vurthermore the milker, and all 
things coming in contact with ‘milk, 
must be sanitary. All utensils must 
be absolutely clean. This can bo ob- 
tained by rinsing milk cans, pails, etc 
first in clean cold water. (If hot water 
is used the heft coagulates the albu- 
men and coats the sides of the pails.) 
Then wash with hot water, containing 
a soda solution, and scrub thoroughly 
with a brush. The soda helps to.dis- 
solye any fats or grease. Scald all 
utensils with boiling water and let 
them dry in a glass cupboard outside 
in the sunshine. Dish fowels sand 
cloths should not be used, ag these pro- 
vide favorable breeding places for 
bacteria, Absolute personal cleantt- 
nesg !s essential with the milker, In 
many modern dairles, milkers must 
bath and put on clean white, uniforms, 
used especially for this purpose. The 
first streams of milk should bo dis- 
carded ag there are always a “number 
of micro organisms inside the teats, 
which are driven off with "fhe first 
flow.’ When milking, the hands must 
be clean and teats can be moistened 
with clean water, as this Is preferable 
to dry milking, though in many cases 
the dirty milker will dip the finger 
tips into the milk or froth on the milk 
to moisten the teats. There js no 
excuse for this unclean practice. 


Ventilation -in the dairy barn 1s one 
of the most essential factors towards 
the maintenance of a healthy herd, 
The all important thing is to supply 
fresh alr for the stock. They need it 
just ag they need a certain amount of 
feed and water. Since oxygen Is ab- 
absolutely necessary to sustain life, 
it can be readily seen that a constant 
supply of fresh air ts ‘necessary, for 
if all the oxygen is used, there re- 
mains only the poisonous carbon dlox- 
ide to take its place which, if inhaled 
to any extent, is detrimental, if not 
fatal. Thus, poor ventilation will 
cause weakness and general deteriora- 
tlon and great losses to the farmer 
in production as well ag in the weaken- 
ed vitality and constitution of the 
herd. (The necessity of good yentila- 
tion is soon made apparent in living 
rooms at home, With no change of 
air the immediate results are head- 
aches and faintness. This condition if 
allowed to continue, leads to a perman- 
ent unsanitary condition in the house 
and constant {ll-health among the 
members of the family). The nir he- 
comes heavily charged with carbon: 
dioxide ‘and an unhealthy stale hum- 
idity that sketches itself out in fantas- 
tic designs on the window panes in 
winter, and Hes in steamy wetness on 
tho walls and furniture. Exactly the 
same conditions prevail, bringing eq- 
ually serious consequences, in the ill- 
ventilated cow — stable. Animals, 
steaming and exhaling polsonots va- 
pors, fill the atmosphere to satura: 
tion with the same destructive agents 
that moke the dwelling an unsafe 
place to live in. So serious can these 
results be that ill health in herds and 
general unsuccessfulness in dairy op- 
erations is frequently due to this one 
chuse, ie., lack of adequate yentila- 
tion and supply of sunshine,
